William John Burten, R. A., whose pic- 
tures are alleged to hahg in the great gal- 
leries of.some of the finest palaces of 
England, and who says he has taught art 
in New York, Chicago and St. Louls, will 
probably pass the remainder of his rapidly 
closing life in the City Hospital. 

He is 8&8 years old, but still retains re- 
markable mental vigor. His mind seems 
as active as it probably was ® years ago. 
His hearing is bad and his frame is wasted 
away. He answers questions with remark- 
able clearness, and his memory of streets 
and persons would do credit to a man half 
his age. 

The story that he is an artist is corrobo- 
rated by City Hospital physicians who have 
seen him sketching, and he is ever begging 
for someone to sit for a portrait. His draw- 
ings, which are now rure, would scarcely 
attract attention in an exhibit. The pencil 
wavers in his nerveless fingers, and his 
most painstaking effort is sorry indeed. 

The aged man was for seven years, he 
says, an inmate of the Memorial Home 
on Magnolia avenue, where his wife now Is. 
A few weeks ago he wandered down the 


street and lost his way. He was homeless ; 


for days until at last the police picked him 
up and sent him to the City Hospital.. 
His mind regained its vigor in a few days 
and he retmmembered where he belonged. 
He was sent out to the home in an am- 
bulance. The hospital authorities say the 
home declined to receive him and he was 
returned to the City Hospital. The reason 
given by the home for refusing to recelve 
him is his alleged abuse of his wife and

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Here is more 
startling evidence of Government favorit- 
ism toward the National City Bank. 

On July 2, the old United States Custom 
House property, at Wall and William 
streets, was sold by the Government to the 
National City for $3,265,000. 

Within a short time after the bid of the 
National City Bank had been formally ac- 
cepted by Secretary Gage, James  Still- 
man, president of the bank, went to Wash- 
ington. 

He took with him a certified check, drawn 


on his own bank, for $3,282,350, the balance 


due on the price agred upon. 

This check Mr. Stillman personally hand- 
ed to Secretary Gage. 

The following day it was announced in 
Washington on official authority, that the 
Secretary of the Treasury had forwarded 
to the National City Bank for collection, 
two checks—one for $3,232,250 and another 
for %32,650. These were the checks which 
he had received from the bank in pay- 
ment of the custom house property. 

In other words, none of the three and 


&@ quarter millions of dollars which the 
National City Standard Oil Bank paid 
the Government for the United States 
custom house six months ago has ever 
for one hour passed out of the bank’s 
The bank has had not only the 
use of the money every day since to loan 
out at interest for its profit, but it has at 
the same time been receiving rent from 
the Government for the custom house. 
The old proverb that one cannot eat a 
cake and keep it is thus set at defiance, 
for the National City Bank owns the cus- 
tom house and yet retains the money it 
paid for the custom house. 

Secretary Gage has never turned the 
proceeds into the treasury, as required by 
section 4 of chapter 337, under the 
terms of which the sale was made. 

This statement is made positively upon 
information obtained from the Treasury 
Department. 

As clear profit the National City Bank 
is not only receiving its 4 per cent rental 
for the property at Wall and William

The sub-treasury clears through the New 
York Clearing House.

WANTS A BETTER NAVY. 


France Also Providing for Improve- 
ment of Coast Defense. 

PARIS, Dec. 29.—The Government will 
submit to the Chamber of Deputies at the 
beginning of January a bill providing for 
the defense of the French coasts and 
colonies, and to increase the strength of 
the fleet. This does not involve an in- 
crease in the expenditure. The cost of the 
defense of the coasts and colonies is es- 
timated at 120,000,000 francs, spread over two 
and a half years. This sum will be pro- 


vided for by 50,000,000 francs annually, set 
aside to pay off certain bonds, and which 
become free this year by final repayment.

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President Dole Says Plague 
Will Not Spread. 


MAY NOT BE DREAD DISEASE. 


PHYSICIANS DIVIDED IN OPINION 
AS TO THE MALADY. 


The Hawaiian State Council Has Ap- 
propriated $250,000 to Combat 
It, and Stringent Rules Are 
Enforced. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—Mail ad- 
vices from Honolulu regarding the bubonic 
plague situation say: 

President Dole, while realizing the se- 
riousness of the situation, does not believe 
there is much cause for alarm. The Presi- 
dent thinks there is no danger to those 
whose houses, persons and food are clean- 
ly. He has unbounded confidence in the 


ability of the Board of Health to quickly 
stamp out the diséase. 

Some physicians claim that the disease 
is not the black plague. Public opinion is 
divided also. Many believe that if the 
plague were present in Honolulu the in- 
habitants of Chinatown would be carried 


filthy condition of the district. Another 
interesting phase of the case is the fact 
that no Japanese have ever been attacked. 
They live in large numbers in the quaran- 
tined district. 

The Counsel of State met in extraordi- 
nary session on Dec. 12 and appropriated 
$250,000 for immediate use of the Board of 
Health in combating the plague. The fol- 
lowing regulation regarding inter-island 
steamers was adopted by the Board of 
Health: 

‘‘No steamers will be allowed to leave the 
port of Honoluiu for ea ? other port in 
the islands, except the Island of Oahu, 
without first undergoing a quarantine of 
No Chinese or Japanese 
freight of any description will be allowed 
shipment.”’ 

The outside islands have been notified of 
the situation in Honolulu. All the districts 
outside of Honolulu are in a clean condi- 
tion and there is little damger that the 
plague will gain a foothold on the other 
islands. 

The Sixth Artillery has been quarantined 
against Honolulu. There are 20 men at 
Post Honolulu. They are confined strictly 
to camp and not allowed to visit any other 
place. The Nattonal Guard has instruc- 
tions t4 arrest any artillerymen found in 
town. This ts at the request of Maj. Mills. 

Col. Peck of the transport Warren de- 
cided to heave her anchor at about noon on 
Dec. 16 and steam away from Manila leav- 
ing only island boats in quarantine. The 
time limit for the development of the plague 
had not elapsed since the men were on 
Shore and all over the infected district, but 
the surgeons on board the vessel had some 
doubts that it was the plague. If cases de- 
velop the Warren will not be far from port 
and can put back.

“THE MESSIAH” WELL SUNG 


A Satisfactory Presentation by the 
Choral Symphony Society, Before 
a Fine Audience. 


A highly satisfactory, if not a perfect, 
presentation of ‘‘The Messiah” it was that 
the crowded Odeon theard Thursday night. 
And though it was not all so good 
as the best, the faults were ones that may 


be remedied, and if the greatest of ora- 
torios is ever sung again py this society— 
and of course it wil! be—the weak points 
of Thursday night will be absent. 

These faults consisted mostly in the work 
of the soloists, and of these, the one from 
whom most was expected, Miss Maconda, 
was the most disappoint.ng. Sae has done 
better work here in comic opera, and one 
is justified in saying, in fact, that that line 
is hers, and not oratorio. She did not rise 
to tne occasion, but it seemed rather be- 
cause she did not care to than from in- 
ability. She lacked spirit, particulariy in 
the number, “I Know That My Reaéemer 
Liveth,”’ lacked spirit. 

Miss Bryant, the contralto, has been suf- 
fering from a cold recentiy, and this fact 
prevents an intelligent criticism of her 
work. One would think, under normal con- 
ditions, that she wouid be all that could 
be wished. Mr. Humphrey’s tenor work 
was highly satisfactory; though his voice 
is light, it is sweet, ciear and flexible, and 
his efforts in the effective first aria won 
him rounds of well-deserved applause. In 
the “Thou shalt break them with a rod of 
iron,’ it can hardly be said that he was sv 
good.

Seldom, 
if ever, has so magnificent a pregentation 
of the possibilities of choral work been 
given in this city. Not once, barring the 
inevitable dragging tendency of ail 
choruses, at times, Was there fault to be 
found. In attack, unanimity, phrasing and 
part work it Was admirable, It is grati- 
tying to every lover of music to think 
that this city possesses so fine an organ- 
ization. The two most effective numbers 
in this great work are for chorus, the 
“Hallelujah” and “Unto Us a Child Is 
Born,”’ with its culmination, ‘“‘Wonderful'

Lockett, Schuyler and Dorst. The dispatch 
is as follows: 

“Manila, Dec. 29, 1899.—Adjutant-General, 
War Department, Washington: 

“Col. Lockett, with regiment, two bat- 
talions Forty-sixth (Col. Schuyler), one 
Forty-fifth (Col. Dorst) and company 
Twenty-seventh Infantry, two guns, Capt. 
Van Dusen, attacked enemy, 600 strong, on 


mountain stronghold, beyond Montalban, 
northeast San Mateo. Large number killed 
and wounded; twenty-four taken prisoners. 
Lockett captured one vannon, forty rifles, 
20,000 rounds ammunition, 500 ‘pounds pow- 
der, arsenal fortifications, all d supplies 
and considerable other property.

The writer of this letter has stolen the last year of the 
eighteenth century, namely, the year 1800, and tacked it on to 
the beginning of the nineteenth, for the purpose of her argu- 
ment. Allowing for the theft,.it is true that the individual born 
Jan. 1, 1800, has lived 100 years at the end of 1899. But he has 
lived one year in the eighteenth and the other 99 years in 
the nineteenth century. 

The same line of. reasoning is carried out by the deluded 
ones in regard to the first ccntury of the Christian era. They 
boldly steal the year B. ©. 1, call it “0,” and tack it on to 
the first century A. D., thercby causing that century to end 
with A. D. 99. There is no other way of getting a year “0.” 

By stealing the last year of any century, the same delusion 
can be maintained with regard to its successor.

WANT TO MAKE 


TERMS. 


Hope to Obtain a Fair Offer for Aguin- 
aldo’s Surrender and Cessation 
of the War. 


PHILADBLPHIA, Dec. 29. 
McKinley will decide on anything lke 
reasonable terms for the surrender of 
Aguinaldo and the Filipinos under him, 
and will inform the Filipino Congress, 
through us, its representative in this coun- 
try, the Filipinos will lay down their arms 
within the next month or two and the 
war will end.”’ 

Jessup Luigi T. de Fernandez, who claims 


to be one of three special representatives 
of Agoncillo and the Ftlipino Congtfess, 
made this statement as he was about to 
take the train for New York. 

Fernandez. with two others, Lucio Lem 
Lejer and Juliet Franciscus Lopez, were 
appointed at a meeting of the Filipino 
Congress as special representatives to come 
to this country, and, if possible, have a 
personal interview with President Mc- 
Kin‘ey. 

Their mission is princ!pally to aecertain 
from the President his views reg*rding 
the war in the Philippines, and if possible 
to learn from him ff he desirous of 
a.lowing Aguinaldo to surrender on certain 
terms that thev wil! offer. 

While in Washington the three repre- 
Sentatives are to make a canvass of the 
members of the Serate and House of Rep- 
resentat'ves with the object of learning 
each member's attitude towards the admin- 
istration and the Fi’ ipino war. 
ihe three representatives arrived in New 
York Dec. 2% on the Campania from Liver- 
pool. fter reaching New York, Fernandez 
came to this city on a secret m‘ssion and 
expects now to join his two colleagues in 
New York. 

What he was doing here Hé refused to 
sav. but he-declared thet he would make it 
public at the prover time. The emissaries 
expect to leave for Washington in time 
to be there for the reopening of Congress 
after the holidays.
